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PCATED twenty-two miles west of Chicago on both the North-Western 
Railway and the Chicago, Aurora and Elgin Electric Line, Glen Ellyn 
enjoys an excellent economic situation. In 1834 the first resident loca- 
ted in Glen Ellyn and gradually from year to year the growth of the 
village has increased until over five thousand inhabitants enjoy the advantages and 
privileges of an ideal suburban town. Added improvements may be expected with 
the march of time. 

Glen Ellyn possesses more than its share of natural beauty. It is an un- 
deniable fact that trees add greatly to the desirability of a community. In and 
about Glen Ellyn nature has abundantly lavished numberless trees of all kinds.

Residents of Glen Ellyn have the advantage of being out of the jurisdiction of 
Cook County. This relieves them of the high taxes prevalent in that county be- 
cause of the location within its borders of the City of Chicago. Artesian water, 
electric lights, gas, telephone, and auto-delivery service all add to the home 
comforts. 
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MONG the first questions asked by prospective buyers are: **How about 
your schools and churches?" There are five excellent grade schools and 
an accredited four-year high school. Highly developed co-operation 
between parents and teachers insures good discipline. The educational 
standing of the schools is distinctive. Seven churches provide facilities for worship. 
There is a modern up-to-date public library. There are two banks. Good stores 
provide the necessities of life at reasonable prices, coupled with courteous service, 
including delivery. Six fraternal organizations, the Woman's Club, Men's Club, 
various card clubs, a motion picture theatre and the Glen Oak Golf Club, all com- 
bine to provide entertainment and recreation. The Medinah Golf Club is only six 
miles away, on paved roads. 

Modern fire equipment, manned by a trained company of firemen, insures a 
low rate of fire insurance. Police protection insures excellent traffic conditions and 
the maintenance of peace and quiet. It is a well regulated town. — an ideal town 
of homes.
